£8k expenses 
discrepancy 
leads to probe

THE council’s chief executive 
has been asked to investigate 
after councillor expenses went 
up by more than £8,000, the 
bulk of which came from an 
ex-Labour councillor’s travel 
claims. 

Councillor David Franks, lead¬ 
er of the Luton Liberal 
Democrats, said Trevor Holden 
had to look at the claims as some 
needed ‘to be explained’. 

In 2013/14 members’ expenses 
came to a total of £447,483 but 
this rose to £455,865 in 2014/15. 

The bulk of the increase came 
from travel claims made by for¬ 
mer Labour councillor Khtija 
Malik, who was suspended 
before the election in May 
because of alleged irregularities 
with her expenses. 


She claimed travel costs of 
£1,066 in 2013/14 and this shot 
up to £8,113 in 2014/15. 

All councillors receive a basic 
yearly allowance of £7,500, with 
varying additional sums being 
given to those with a ‘special 
responsibility’ such as chairing 
committees or being part of the 
executive. 

They can also claim for costs 
incurred while travelling on 
council business. 

Cllr Franks said: “Some of 
these increases in travel claims 
are astonishing and certainly 
need to be explained. 

“Current and former council¬ 
lors who have claimed these 
large amounts should be made 
to justify them or pay the money 
back and I have asked the Chief 
Executive to investigate.” 

The council published new 


expenses figures on Friday after 
mistakenly adding £10,030 to a 
document it published last 
week. 

An investigation into Mrs 
Malik’s expenses, which started 
following her suspension in 
May, has yet to conclude. 

Cllr Hazel Simmons, the 
Labour leader of the council, 
said she would not be comment¬ 
ing on her former colleague’s 
case because of the probe. 

She added: “Apart from a sig¬ 
nificant increase in one ex¬ 
member’s claims, most of the 
rest of the expenses are normal.” 

A council spokeswoman said 
the authority would also not be 
commenting on Mrs Malik’s 
expenses. 

She added that no date had 
been given for the conclusion of 
the investigation. 



Nephew and uncle are charged with terrorist offences 


TWO members of the same family have been 
charged in connection with terror threats, one 
of which forced the cancellation of US Air Force 
Independence Day celebrations at an RAF base. 

Junead Ahmed Khan, 24, and his uncle Shazib 
Ahmed Khan, 22, both from Marlow Road, 

Luton, were charged with one offence contrary 
to section 5 of the Terrorism Act. 


Junead was also charged with an additional 
count in connection with a ‘planned terrorist 
attack on US military personnel’. 

Deborah Walsh, deputy head of counter terror¬ 
ism at the Crown Prosecution Service, said: 

“It is alleged that Junead Khan and Shazib 
Khan had been planning on travelling to Syria 
to join the proscribed organisation Islamic 


State in Levant (ISIL). It is further alleged that 
Junead Khan was planning a terrorist attack on 
US military personnel in the UK and he has been 
charged with an additional terrorism offence to 
reflect this.” 

RAF Lakenheath took the decision to cancel 
the July 4 celebrations at RAF Feltwell when the 
security threat level was raised. 


A spokeswoman from RAF Lakenheath said: 
“We can confirm this is why the event was can¬ 
celled. 

“However we cannot discuss details.” 

Both men have been remanded in custody to 
appear at the Old Bailey on August 10. 

Another man in his 30s was also arrested, but 
has been released without charge.

Independent look 
at police custody 
deaths welcomed 
by justice leader

THE head of a justice campaign has 
expressed support for a review into 
deaths in police custody announced by 
the Home Secretary this week. 

Attiq Malik, solicitor and one of the key 
figures in Luton 4 Justice, said: “We 
definitely welcome it, we were in the 
process of campaigning for this so ulti¬ 
mately we’ve got one of the things we 
wanted.” 

One of the key aims of the group is to 
find out what happened in the deaths of 
Leon Briggs and Istiak Yusuf at Luton 
Police Station - both incidents are cur¬ 
rently under investigation by the 
Independent Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC). 

The new review will examine what 
happened in the build-up and also look 
at what is done in the aftermath, includ¬ 
ing ensuing investigations. 

Mr Malik expressed some doubts, 


however, saying: “I hope it’s not just 
going to be a ‘ticking boxes’ exercise and 
I’m concerned about the identity of the 
group carrying out the review. 

“People don’t trust the IPCC any more 
than they do the police, so we need this 
review to properly look into and scruti¬ 
nise these incidents properly.” 

Home Secretary Theresa May said: 
“This review will reduce the use of 
police cells for those with mental health 
problems and bring greater transparen¬ 
cy to the police use of sensitive powers, 
and at its heart will be the experience of 
the families of those who have died in 
custody 

“I will be asking INQUEST, which has 
long campaigned on these issues, to 
consider a formal role in the review and 
to provide a liaison function with affect¬ 
ed families and victims. 

“The chairman I will appoint will be 
someone with the ability to work closely 
with victims, families and the police 
alike, and with a proven track record of 
being willing to ask difficult questions.”

Cycling to honour police 
officer who died on duty 


A FORMER detective has 
started a 180-mile cycle ride 
in memory of a Luton 
woman who was the first 
female police officer in 
Britain to die while on duty. 

Mandy Rayner was killed 
in October 1982 when a 
drunk driver deliberately 
smashed his vehicle into the 
police car she was in. 

She was just 18 and had 
only been five weeks out of 
training when she died. 

Frank Parsons, 62, attend¬ 
ed the scene at the time and 
is riding with serving and 


retired officers on the 2015 
UK Police Unity Tour, an 
event honouring fallen col¬ 
leagues. 

He said: “I attended her 
funeral and this means a lot 
to me to be able to do this 
and give something back to 
the Care of Police Survivors 
(COPS) charity.” 

The group set off from the 
National Police Memorial in 
London on Friday. They are 
due to arrive at the National 
Memorial Arboretum in 
Staffordshire today for a ser¬ 
vice organised by COPS.

Krzysztos Grabarski, 32, from 
Toddington was banned from con¬ 
tacting Sylwia after he threatened 
to kill her on November 9. 

He was also given a 12 month 
community order with a condition 
that he carries out 150 hours’ 
unpaid work.

Two patients, including an adult 
male, had suffered minor burns 
and were treated at the scene by 
paramedics.

A UNIVERSITY student who 
won an appeal against her 
final grade said she did not 
receive enough support from 
one of her lecturers.

In response to her appeal, 
UoB said she ‘may have been 
disadvantaged as a result of 


medical circumstances’. 

But Kyran said she was in 
‘perfect health’ throughout 
her project and does not 
understand why that reason 
was given. 

She said: “I was two marks 
off a 2:1 and because I’m 
going abroad, could they not 


re-mark my work?” 

A university spokeswoman 
said it could not comment 
due to confidentiality rea¬ 
sons. She added that students 
unhappy with their results 
can appeal to the Higher 
Education Adjudicator’s 
office.

Council organiser is sacked 


A LABOUR Party organiser, 
who claims to be the ‘archi¬ 
tect’ of the party’s success, is 
taking his former bosses to 
an employment tribunal. 

Francis Steer was removed 
from his council position on 
the Friday after May’s elec¬ 
tion. Sources close to Mr 
Steer have said that after the 
election, a motion was put 
forward among Luton Labour 
councillors, with no prior dis¬ 
cussion or disciplinary 
action, to remove the role of 
organiser from within the 
party, effectively leaving Mr 
Steer out of a job. 

Mr Steer heard about the 
motion being carried from a 



third party, who allegedly 
received a text message from 
Luton Borough Labour Party 
chairman, Mick Ireland. 

In a letter addressed to Mr 
Ireland in the aftermath of 


the sacking, Mr Steer said: “I 
am a permanent employee of 
almost nine years continuous 
service, during which time I 
have been the architect of 
bringing Luton Labour Group 
from opposition and the 
aftermath of defeat to over¬ 
whelming control of the 
council, confirmed again at 
last week’s [May’s] elections.” 

We contacted Luton 
Borough Council leader 
Hazel Simmons, but she felt it 
would be improper to com¬ 
ment at this time, due to the 
impending tribunal. 

Mr Steer remains in his role 
as an organiser for the town’s 
Labour MPs.

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Council blocks PCC 
no confidence vote

A MOVE by Conservative councillors to 
declare a vote of no confidence in Police and 
Crime Commisioner Oily Martins was 
blocked on Tuesday evening. 

At a full meeting of Luton Borough Council, 
the ruling Labour Party refused to carry the 
motion and instead passed an amended ver¬ 
sion through. 

The hastily made amendment, put forward 
by Councillor Roy Davis, opted to issue a vote 
of no confidence in the Home Office for per¬ 
ceived under-funding of the force. 

This came after an initial amendment was 
rejected by CEO Trevor Holden, as it was 
deemed to be the total opposite of the motion, 
rather than an amendment. 

Cllr Davis said: “The PCC’s job is to get the 
best policing from the resources available, 
which currently is not enough. 

“We should point the finger at the 
Government, not the PCC, as they know the 
police is underfunded in Bedfordshire.” 

The original idea was put forward as a result 
of the failed referendum to raise council tax 
back in May, the resignation of former Chief 
Constable Alf Hitchcock and the retirement of 
current Chief Constable Colette Paul, all of 
which happened on his watch. 

The Conservative Party led motion was put 
forward by Cllr John Young and was seconded 
by Cllr Michael Garrett. 

Cllr Garrett said: “We moved for this motion 
because of the result of the referendum to 
increase police funding. 

“All signs pointed towards the referendum

failing, yet Mr Martins proceeded with it. 

“Instead of increasing the budget like he set 
out to do, it ended up taking £600,000 out of 
the police budget due to costs of the failed 
referendum. We expected the Labour Party to 
block it but we thought it was necessary for it 
to be heard that a number of councillors felt 
this way.” 

The Liberal Democrats offered a different 
perspective, saying both the PCC and 
Government should be held responsible. 

Cllr Peter Chapman said: “The amendment 
seeks to deflect blame. We can’t have confi¬ 
dence in a PCC so reviled in this county. 

“Both are to blame, one for underfunding 
and the other for wasting police money.”

A SHOPKEEPER who alleges 
he was racially abused says it 
was unlike anything he has 
ever experienced. 

Shahzad Khadam, who 
runs Day 1 Store in High 
Town, was subjected to the 
tirade in the evening of July 9. 

Mr Khadam alleges that 
racist language was used and 
that a window of his shop was 
also damaged, along with a 
newspaper display. 

He said: “I’ve lived all of my 
life in Luton and have never 
heard anything like that 
come out of someone’s 
mouth. 

“It was absolute filth and 
was a real shock for me, my 
customers and passersby 
who witnessed it. 

“The people of Luton aren’t 
like that, I’ve never experi¬ 
enced anything like that 
before. 

“I’m just disappointed that 
people had to see it. 

“I didn’t react because I had 
to keep my dignity. 

“For somebody to say those 
things, I just don’t under¬ 
stand it.” 

Mr Khadam also said it took 


50 minutes and several phone 
calls for the police to arrive at 
the shop. 

He added: “Small crimes 
seemingly don’t matter to 
them, there’s no deterrent for 
people to not do things like 
this. 

“I feel for the police officers 
as there has been a reduction 
in resources, cuts and a lot of 
red tape for them to have to 
battle through. 

“A lot of the time, if cases 
like this manage to make it to 


the courts people just end up 
with a slap on the wrist, there 
really is no deterrent.” 

A spokesman for 
Bedfordshire Police said: “We 
are investigating a report of 
an assault in a store in Old 
Bedford Road, Luton, at about 
8pm on Thursday, July 9. 

“A 62-year-old woman has 
been arrested on suspicion of 
causing actual bodily harm 
and criminal damage. 

“She has been bailed until 
Wednesday, July 29.”

Protesters ignored by hospital bosses as 
services are outsourced to a private firm 


CALLS from demonstrators outside Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital on Wednesday fell on deaf ears as 
a decision to outsource a range of services was 
passed. 

Around 50 people from various unions, most notably 
UNISON and Unite, made their voices heard outside 
the main entrance as the hospital’s directors arrived 
in the hope of swaying their decision. 

However, it was decided in a meeting that afternoon 
to outsource the catering, domestic and housekeep¬ 
ing services to a private company. 


A spokeswoman for Luton and Dunstable Hospital 
said: “The board has made a decision on the pre¬ 
ferred bidder and will be proceeding to contract. 

“Once the bidders and staff affected have been 
notified we will commence a 14 day standstill period.” 

Cheryl Godber, UNISON’S regional organiser, said: 
“Privatisation leads to worse services as companies 
cut staff numbers, workers’ terms and conditions, 
and materials in order to maximise their profits. 

“By handing over these services to a previously 
unknown private company the trust is taking a risk.” 


Illegal cigarette trade 
uncovered in shops

TRADING standards has 
seized almost £22,000 
worth of illegal tobacco as 
part of an ongoing crack¬ 
down across Luton. 

The raids, conducted 
across 12 premises in the 
town on July 15 and 16 by a 
Borough Council Trading 
Standards team, netted 
6,000 cigarettes, 200 cigars 
and 26kg of other tobacco 
products, worth a total value 
of £21,960. 

Councillor Jacqui Burnett, 
portfolio holder for trading 
standards, said: “This is the 
sixth crackdown in the last 
two years. 

“The good news is the 
quantity of illegal tobacco 
being seized is reducing but 
it is concerning that shops 
are still tempted to sell ille¬ 
gal products, particularly 
those who have already been 
caught carrying out this 
activity.” 

Illegal tobacco products 
were discovered in eight of 
the twelve shops visited, 
though illegal cigarettes had 
already been found before in 
three of them. 


The eight shops could face 
prosecution and a review of 
their alcohol licences, if they 
hold one. 

Officers found tobacco 
scattered in small quantities 
throughout the shops 
including under the counter, 
on top of a drinks cabinet, in 
an upstairs store room and 
in a shopkeeper’s vehicle. 

In addition to being non¬ 
duty paid, officers suspect 
some of the tobacco may 
also be counterfeit. 


On the progress made, a 
Luton Borough Council 
spokeswoman said: “The 
work is part of an ongoing 
initiative. 

“Overall, the quantities 
being seized have reduced - 
earlier operations were net¬ 
ting over 30,000 cigarettes 
from some shops. 

“The latest seizure is on a 
much smaller scale, so it 
appears to be making a posi¬ 
tive impact in terms of num¬ 
ber of illicit products found.”

ENCOUNTERS with illegal 
immigrants who have been 
conned by ‘honey trap' mar¬ 
riage proposals is the inspi¬ 
ration behind a film on the 
subject. 

Independent film-maker 
Aminul Islam, of Beech Hill 
Road, Luton, said he has seen 
men pay hundreds of pounds 
to arrange marriages with 
European nationals in a bid 
to earn citizenship and a 


right to stay in the UK. 

Mr Islam’s production ‘3 
Illegal’ tells the story of three 
Bangladeshi men from Luton 
conned by a Bulgarian 
woman promising to marry 
them in exchange for money. 

The director said it was 
inspired in part by a man he 
met in the town who had 
been a victim of the ploy. 

He said: “I have seen this 
‘honey trap’ in real life. The 
girl said she would come over 
to England and get married 
to him. 


“He was hoping that as soon 
as she came over he would 
stop being illegal. 

“She asked him for money 
for the plane ticket and then 
£800 for travel insurance but 
then after that she was gone 
and obviously he cannot 
explain it to the police 
because he is illegal.” 

The film is due to be 
released early next year and 
features a number of big 
name Bangladeshi stars, as 
well as two local actors Nicola 
O’Donnell and Belal Hussain.

Plan for fast link from 
airport to rail station

PROPOSALS to build a light rail system 
between the airport and one of the town's 
railway stations are being considered to help 
boost passenger capacity. 

Luton Airport said it is ‘working with vari¬ 
ous partners’ to find a way of shortening the 
travel time between the Luton Airport 
Parkway station and its terminal. 

Their announcement follows the Airports 
Commission report which called on ‘more 
intensive utilisation of existing airports other 
than Heathrow and Gatwick’ as part of the 
UK’s growth in domestic and international 
connectivity. 

Last year Luton Borough Council gave the 
airport permission to go ahead with a £100 
million development programme designed to 
increase annual capacity by 50 per cent to 18 
million by 2026. 

This will be accompanied by a drive to make 
it easier for passengers to reach the airport, 
including plans to increase the single 19 min¬ 
utes fast train between Luton Airport Parkway 
and London to four trains per hour. 

Nick Barton, the airport’s chief executive 
officer, said: “The plan is to come up with a 
long-term solution. 

The options are around a mass passenger 
system which could be light rail or conven¬ 
tional rail.” 

He added: “Connectivity is the priority. We 
know the future is to be an integrated part of 
the transport network.” 


Right up your street 

Flying lady was 
the inspiration 
for new name 


THIS week Howard Chandler gives us the 
lowdown on one of the town’s high achievers 



WHEN a new name was needed for Lea Road 
in Leagrave, the name Hewlett Road was cho¬ 
sen to avoid confusion with the Lea Road off 
Park Street in the town centre. 

This commemorated a remarkable Leagrave 
resident, Hilda B Hewlett, who was the first 
UK woman to gain a pilot’s licence, just eight 
years after the Wright Brothers first flight. 

She later opened an aeroplane manufactur¬ 
ing business with the man who instructed 
her, Gustave Blondeau. In 1914, Luton plait 
merchant Henry Abraham offered them free 
land on a cornfield beside what is now Oakley 
Road to promote business and housing. 

The Omnia works produced over 800 planes 
for the war effort in just four years, employ¬ 
ing up to 700 people. Unfortunately, the firm 
went into liquidation in 1920 and the site was 
acquired by Electrolux in 1926. 

Hilda left for New Zealand while Gustave 
remained, dying at his Old Bedford Road 
house in 1965.

Supermarket to 
bring jobs boost

FOOD retail giant Aldi will 
begin building a new super¬ 
market that will create more 
than 40 jobs this summer. 

The food store, which 
already has an outlet in 
Dunstable and the Laporte 
Retail Park, will build the new 
shop on a 1.6 acre site at Scott 
Road, Sundon Park. 

Aldi secured planning per¬ 
mission from Luton Borough 
Council to build a new super¬ 
market expected to create 


more than 40 full and part- 
time jobs for local people. 

Property consultancy firm 
Kirkby Diamond, which is 
working with Aldi on the pro¬ 
ject, acquired Scott Road 
Industrial Estate, together 
with the 1.6 acre site, in 2009. 

The area has been undevel¬ 
oped since it was built in the 
late 1990s. Aldi said the store 
would be accessed via Park 
Avenue and would have free 
parking for customers. 

Eamon Kennedy, head of 
commercial agency at Kirkby 
Diamond, said the 16,500sq ft 


site will ‘benefit local resi¬ 
dents who wanted a good 
quality local food store, and 
also the wider community as 
it will provide parking for 
Sundon Park Centre visitors’. 

He added: “The community 
in Sundon Park has long 
wanted a food store, so bring¬ 
ing Aldi will provide a much- 
needed facility. 

“However, crucially, this 
development will also allevi¬ 
ate the pressure on the exist¬ 
ing parking provision in the 
area, thereby helping to cre¬ 
ate a better neighbourhood.”

Citroen Cactus 

Take a look inside... 


The stunning C4 Cactus crosso¬ 
ver is resolutely modern but is 
also in some ways a throwback 
to a time when Citroen was 
renowned as a design leader. 

The Citroen C4 Cactus looks 
unlike any other vehicle on the 
roads thanks to its Airbump 
side cladding and a whole host 
of other bold details. Under the 
skin, it’s much the same as a C3, 
which isn’t quite so avant-garde, 
but as a comfortable and simple 
city scoot, it has much to com¬ 
mend it. 

To the cynical eye, it would 
seem that there’s very little new 
in car design. In fact, a common 
refrain with car buyers is that 
many new cars look the same, 
all trending towards a common 
form factor per genre. Citroen 
clearly doesn’t agree. In the past 
it was a company that dared 
to be different and brought us 
quirky, individualistic cars like the 
DS, 2CV, the SM, the CX and the 
BX. Even in later years, Citroen 
showed that it could do things in 
its own way with interesting stuff 
like the Xantia Activa, the C6 
and the C4. Of course, different 
doesn’t always mean better, and 
some of Citroen’s best efforts 
were resounding flops. 

Step forward the C4 Cactus - 


and its timing couldn’t be better. 
Just when crossover vehicles had 
become so popular that they had 
moved from the edgy alternative 
to a family hatch to become the 
most mainstream, boring, subur¬ 
ban choice imaginable, Citroen 
has shaken things up. 

The C4 Cactus might be a 
bit too much for a middle-aged 
school run mum, but I think 
many others are going to find it 
to their liking. 

The Citroen C4 Cactus might 
look as if it’s just driven off a 
motor show stand, but questions 
remain as to how many buyers 
are looking for something quite 
so extreme. 

There’s also the inconvenient 
fact that once you’ve got past 
the flourishes of a stylist’s pen, 
the mechanicals, driving experi¬ 
ence and equipment levels of the 
car are rather average. 

So is this a car that’s all style 
and no substance? Not really. It’s 
hard to argue with something 
that puts a smile on your face 
yet can return fuel consumption 
figures in the nineties. Anything 
that makes frugality a little more 
fun is to be welcomed and there 
ought to be a place for the C4 
Cactus in a congested automo¬ 
tive market.

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Zola stakes claim in 
victory at Thurrock 


Cumberland 
send county 
spiralling to 
another loss 

CRICKET 


A DISASTROUS second innings condemned 
Bedfordshire to a seven wicket defeat against 
Cumberland as they once again lost from a 
strong position. 

After losing their last Minor Counties 
Championship outing against 
Buckinghamshire despite a first innings lead 
of 121 runs, Beds again took control at 
Bedford School, posting 397 before bowling 
Cumberland out for just 281. 

The hosts set about extending their lead but 
collapsed to a paltry 87 all out to leave the 
visitors needing only 204 to win. 

This they achieved for the loss of just four 
wickets, meaning Bedfordshire’s long wait 
for a victory in three day cricket goes on. 

Their last success was more than five years 
ago when they beat Hertfordshire by 18 runs 
on fuly 18 in 2010, also at Bedford School. 

It all started so well as Luke Thomas’ superb 
101 helped the county to nearly 400 in their 
opening innings. 

There were also more than handy contribu¬ 
tions from Charlie Thurston (70), skipper 
lames Middlebrook (56) and George 
Thurstance (78) before Beds got underway 
with the ball. Ed Wharton finished with fig¬ 
ures of 4-61 as Cumberland were bowled out 
when still 116 runs behind. 

The hosts then made it to 44-0 as they looked 
to take the game beyond Cumberland, but 
they then lost all ten of their wickets for a dis¬ 
mal 43 to leave themselves as second favour¬ 
ites in the match late on day two on Monday. 

Toby Bulcock ended with barely believable 
figures of 5-3 as the last eight men in the 
Bedfordshire order added just 18 to the total. 

Cumberland had few problems in chasing 
down their victory target on Tuesday with 
fonathan Miles (79 not out) and Gary Pratt 
(66 not out) steering their side home and 
remaining unbeaten at the end. 

Pratt was the man who famously ran out 
Australia captain Ricky Ponting as an 
England sub fielder during the 2005 Ashes. 

The visitors now lead the Eastern Division 
but Bedfordshire have slipped to seventh 
ahead of their next game at Suffolk which 
begins on August 2 at Ipswich School.

JAKE Howells scored twice and wore the cap¬ 
tain’s armband in what could be his last out¬ 
ing as a Luton player in a 4-2 pre-season win 
at Thurrock. 

The Hatters stalwart was not handed a squad 
number for the coming season and manager 
John Still has revealed that he’s asked to leave, 
though a bid has been turned down. 

The game also saw trialist and former 
Stevenage striker Calvin Zola put in a lively 
performance, without getting the goal he 
deserved, while Pelly Ruddock Mpanzu start¬ 
ed his first game since the Valentine’s Day win 
over Carlisle. 

Town’s other strikes came from an own goal 
and a wonder striker from Hatters youth mid¬ 
fielder Alex Atkinson with virtually his first 
touch after coming on as a 60th minute substi¬ 
tute. 

Luton were a goal behind inside a minute 
when Fleet forward Daniel Francis picked the 



pocket of last man Magnus Okuonghae and 
drove beneath keeper Craig King. 

Zola missed two quick-fire chances but the 
Hatters were level in the seventh minute when 
Thurrock centre back Lewis Clark turned into 
his own net. 


Another defensive gaffe 
saw Town take the lead in 
the 16th minute when Phil 
Anderson up-ended Zola on 
the goal-line and Howells 
stroked in from the spot. 

The visitors were sluggish 
again at the back and should 
have been pegged back but 
Steven Carvell sliced wide 
from in front of goal. 

Zola was having a busy 
evening in front of goal and 
he was on target with his 
third effort, but Rhys 
Madden palmed away and 
Howells slashed the 
rebound over. 

The tall striker then saw a 
looped headed/shouldered 
effort drop just wide of the 
post. 

There was a let-off for 
Luton as half time

• On Tuesday, the Hatters ran the rule over 
four more trialists in a 2-1 friendly victory 
over Kettering Town. 

Former Chelsea defender Nortei Nortey and 
ex-Aston Villa midfielder Courtney Cameron 
turned out for the Hatters XI side which were 
victorious at Burton Latimer. 

Omar Rowe, a winger last at Southampton, 
and ex-Barnet man Tinashe Abrahams were 
also involved against the newly promoted 
Southern Premier Division side. 

Rowe and summer signing Jack Marriott 
scored the goals for Luton, with Silvan Obeng 
on target for Kettering. 

Luton also fielded transfer listed duo Andy 
Parry and Matt Robinson, who have not been 
given squad numbers and are expected to 
depart, alongside a handful of youngsters.

“We have beaten off other clubs 
from the Premier League and the 
Championship to sign him and I 
believe he will provide competi¬ 
tion for places and make a real 
impression.” 

Angol added: “It has been a 
tough few weeks mentally, but I 
am really happy that everything 
has been sorted and I am here. 

“There has been interest from 
other clubs, but once I spoke to 
the manager, I knew that I want¬ 
ed to sign for Peterborough.

Decision on 
CMS future 
is imminent

HATTERS fans looked set to learn the 
future of on-trial striker Craig Mackail- 
Smith at yesterday’s pre-season friendly 
against Coventry City at Kenilworth Road. 

A decision on the Scottish international’s 
future was expected by the end of this 
week, so any inclusion in the clash with the 
Sky Blues would be the biggest indication 
yet as to the sought after forward’s fate. 

The game kicked-off after Luton on 
Sunday went to print with other trialists, 
including former Stevenage, Burton and 
Aberdeen target man Calvin Zola, also 
awaiting a decision on their futures. 

Boss John Still hinted that anyone not 
involved in the Coventry game, as well as 
the further home friendlies against 
Brentford and Walsall, was unlikely to 
form a part of his squad for the upcoming 
League Two season. 

Still said this week: “We’ve got two-and-a- 
half weeks until the season, so we’ve got 
bags of time, but I’ll start formulating some 
stuff in my mind and won’t necessarily use 
people that I’m not going to be taking. 

“For the trialists, I have to decide whether 
or not I’m going to do something with 
them, or I won’t, perhaps, be using them in 
these three games. 

“By the end of this week, we’ll know 
exactly where we are with everything.” 

Mackail-Smith, who was a prolific goals- 
corer with Peterborough United and was 
released by Brighton at the end of last sea¬ 
son, would be a major summer acquisition 
for the Hatters. 

On the talks with the frontman, who Still 
signed from Arlesey Town when manager of 
Dagenham & Redbridge, the boss said: “It’s 
been fine. It’s a really difficult situation 
because Craig is someone I’ve known for a 
long time. There has been no hard sell from 
us and there has been no push from him. 

“We agreed that we’d do some training 
and get to a time when we’ll have to make 
a decision on whether indeed we want to 
take him and he’ll have to make the deci¬ 
sion on whether he wants to come. Over 
the next couple of days those things will all 
unfold.”

THE long goodbye has begun but 
despite sleepless nights, wrestling 
with the decision, Jake Howells 
just hopes that the Luton Town 
fans can understand why he wants 
to ‘move on’. 

Boss John Still revealed earlier this 
month that the 24-year-old stalwart 
had asked to leave and his departure 
moved a step closer on Monday 
when he was omitted from the club’s 
squad for the coming season. 

Howells had already informed the 
manager before ten new recruits 
flooded in this summer and though 
his eight-year love affair with the 
club seems set to end, the Hatters 
have already rejected one club’s bid. 

But, as exit strategies go, there has 
been no acrimony, no scandal, no 
tantrums and no pre-season sick- 
ies - just a respectful request to 
part ways after 317 appearances. 

“It was a very hard decision for me 
and it took me a lot of time, a lot of 
nights, thinking,” Howells told the 
Luton on Sunday. 

“The gaffer said to me a number of 


times that he wanted me to stay. The 
whole club wants me to stay, from 
what I know. I can’t knock them but 
I’ve asked to move on.” 

The former Wales U21 ace penned 


a two-year deal last summer but his 
request, halfway through that 
term, has been taken to jolt him out 
of his “comfort zone”, to which he 
added: “I hope everyone can see 


why I’ve decided to move on. 

“I don’t want people to say, ‘Jake 
Howells, he wants to leave’, I want 
people to say, ‘he is moving on in 
his career to try something new’. 

“I love the fans to pieces because 
they’ve supported me over the 
eight years that I’ve been here. 

“As a little kid, I dreamt of being a 
footballer. To play in front of 8,000 
or 9,000 every week is special. I’ve 
seen the lowest of the low with the 
club but it’s on the way up now and 
I can’t praise them enough. 
Hopefully they get to where they 
deserve to be.” 

The imminent exit can draw some 
comparisons with former Hatters 
hero Keith Keane, who left the club 
in 2012 having graduated from the 
Kenilworth Road youth ranks. Now 
at Cambridge, the Luton-born mid¬ 
fielder was a sounding board for 
Howells, who said: “I’ve always 
kept in touch with him, since he 
left the club. 

“I’m good mates with him and 
played a lot of years with him. He 
moved on and he said it was one of 
the best decisions. 

“Of course it’s a risk in anyone’s 
career to leave a club like Luton 
Town, to move on, but I’ve got to try 
something new and I feel that this 


is the right time for me to try it.” 

In what could have been his last 
game for the club, Howells captained 
Town and scored twice in a 4-2 pre¬ 
season win over Thurrock on 
Wednesday. 

Afterwards he praised the club for 
their response, but confessed to 
naivety when it comes to transfers 
deals. And, after learning that the 
Hatters had rejected one offer, 
Howells said: “I think Luton value 
me more than what was bid, but 
that’s business and I’m a footballer, 
not a businessman. 

“I don’t know how these things 
happen. I’ve never been in this situ¬ 
ation. Luton are doing as much as 
they can to help me and I’ve been 
doing as much as I can.” 

But the versatile left-footer admit¬ 
ted that his farewell, when it comes, 
will be emotional because, even 
though he is originally from Hemel 
Hempstead, he said: “I’m Luton 
born and bred. I’ve played a lot of 
games and I love Luton with a pas¬ 
sion and everyone knows that. 

“Every time I play I give 100 per 
cent and until the day I leave the 
club I’ll give 100 per cent. Even 
when I leave I’ll still be coming 
back, supporting Luton Town. I 
wish all the boys the best of luck.”
